He also showed conclusively that the North 
and South, in spite of secession, must remain face 
to face—that physically they could not separate— 


‘ that they must have more,or less comnierce, and 


that this commerce must be carriéd on, either 
betWeen the two sections as friends, or 4a aliens. 

This situation and its consequences he pointed 
out to absolute perfection in these words: 

*@an aliens make treaties easier than friends 
can make laws? Can treaties be more faithfully 
enforced between aliens than laws among 
friends?” 

After having stated fully and fairly the phi- 
losophy of the conflict, after having said enough 
to satisfy any calm and thoughtful mind, he ad- 
dressed himself to the hearts vf America. Prob- 
ably there are few finer passages in literature 
than the close of Lincoln’s first message : 

“Tam loath to close. We are not enemies, but 
friends. We must.not be enemies. Though pas- 
sion may have strained, it must not break, our 
bonds of affection. The mystic chords of mem- 
ory, stretching from every battlefield patri- 
otic grave to every loving heart and hegrthstone 
all over this broad land, will swell the chorus of 
the Union when again touched, as surely they 
will be, by the better angels of our nature.” 

These noble, these touching, these pathetic 
words were delivered in gthe presence of re- 
belliongin the midst of spies. and conspirators — 
surrounded by friends, most of whom were un- 


eknow4t and some of whom were wavering in their 


fidelity—at a time when oh was arrogant 
and organized, when patriotism was silent, and 
when, to quote the expressive pr agp of Lincoln 
himself, “* Sinners were the righteous to 
repentance.” 

When Lincola became President he was held 
in contempt by the South—underrated by the 
North and East—not appreciatel even by his 
{abinet—and yet he was not only one of the wis- 
est but one of the shrewdest of mankind. Know- 
ing that he had the right to enforce the laws of 
the Union in all parts of the United States and 
Territories—knowing, as he did, that the seces- 
sionists were in the wrong, he also knew that they 

d sympathizers not only in the North but in 
other lands. a at he felt that it was of 
the utmost importance that the South should fire 
the first shot, should do some act that wuuld so- 
lidify the North and gain for us the justification 
of the tivilized world. He so managed affairs 
that while he was attempting simply to give food 
to our soldiers the South commenced actual hos- 
tilities and fired on Sumter. 

his course was pursued by Lincoln in spite of 
the advice of many friends, and yet a wiser thing 
was never done. 

At that time Lincoln appreciated the scope and 
consequences of the impending conflict. Above 
all other thoughts in his mind eee this: This 
conflict will settle the question, at” least for cent- 
uries to come, whether man is capable of govern- 
ing himself, and consequently is of greater im- 
portance to the free than tothe enslaved. He 
knew what depended on the issue and he said: 
“We shall nobly save, or meanly lose, the last, 
best hope of earth.” : : 

Emancipation and Colonization. 

Then came a crisis in the North. It became 
clearer and clearér to Lincoln’s mind, day by day, 
that the rebellion was slavery, and that it was 
necessary to keep the border States on the side of 
the Union. 

For this purpose he proposed a scheme of eman- 
cipation and colonization—a scheme by which the 
owners of slaves should be paid the full value of 
what they called their *‘ property.” He called at- 
tention to the fact that he had adhered to the act 
of Congress to confiscate property used for insur- 


| rectionary purposes—that the Union must be RKe- 


served, and that aoe nae hi dy FM 


not. It was ese an tho thie: ov came that 


the scheme was far too expensive, but Lincoln, 
wiser than his advisers—far wiser than his 
enemies®*demonstrated that from an economical 
point of view his course was the best. 

He proposed that $400 be paid for slaves, in- 
cluding men, women, and children. ‘This was a 
large price, and yet he showed how much cheaper 
it was to purchase than to carry on the war. 

At that time, at the price mentioned, there 
were about $750,000 worth of slaves in Delaware. 
The cost of carrying on the war was at least 
$2,000,000 a day, and for one-third of one 4 s ex- 
penses all the slaves in Delaware could be pur- 
chased. He also showed thatall théslaves in 
Delaware, Maryland. Kentucky, and Missouri 
could be bought, at the same price, for less than 
the expense of carrying on the war for eighty- 
seven days. 

This was the wisest thing that could have been 

proposed, and yetsuch was the madness of the 
South, such the indignation of the North, that the 
advice was unheeded. 

Again, in July, 1862, he urged on the Representa- 
tives of the border States ascheme of gradual 
compensated emancipation; but the Representa- 
tives were too deaf to.hear, too blind to see. 

Lincoln always hated slavery,and yet he felt the 
obligations and duties of bis position. In his first 
message he assured the South that the Jaws, in- 
clading the most odious of all—the law for the 
return of fugitive slaves—would be enforced. 
The Sonth would not hear. Afterwards he pro- 
posed to purchase the slaves of the border States, 
but the proposition was hardly discussed~hardly 
heard: Events came thick and fast; theories 
gave way to facts, and everything was left to 
force. * 

The extreme Democrat of the North was fear- 
ful that slavery might be destroyed, that the Con- 
stitution might be broken and-that Lincoln, after 
all, could not be trnsted; and at the same time 
the radical Kepublican feared that he loved the 
Union more than he did liberty. 


The fact is that he tried to discharge the obli- | 


gations of his great office knowing from the first 
that slavery must perish. Te dourse pursued by 
Lincoln was so gentle, so kind and persistent, so 
wise and logical that millions of Northern Demo- 
crats sprang to the defense not only of the Union 
but of his administration. Lincoln refpsed to be | 
led or hurried by Fremont or Hunter, by Greeley 

or Sumner. From first to last he was the leader, 
and he kept step with events. . 

The Greatest Crisis. 

On the 224 of July, 1862, Lincoln called together 
his Cabinet for the purpose of showing the draft 
of a proclamation of emancipation, stating to 
them that he did not wish their adviop, : as he 
made up his mind. 

This proclamation was held until some great 
victory might be achieved, so thatéit would not 
appear te be the effect of weakness but the child 
of strength. ~ 

This was July 22, 1862. Aug. 22 of the same year 
Lincoln wrote his celebrated letter to Horace 
Greeley, in which he stated that his object was to 
save the Union; that he would save it with 
slavery if he gould ; that if it was necessary to de- 
stroy slavery in order to save the Union he 
would; in other words, he would do what was 
necessary to save the Union. 

This letter disheartened to a great degree 
thousands and millions of tho friends of freedom. 
They felt that Mr. Lincoln had not attained the 
moral height upon which they supposed he stood. 
And yet, when this letter was written, the Eman- 
cipation Proclamation was in his hands, and had 
been for thirty days, waiting only an opportuni- 
ty to give it to the world. 

Some two weeks after the letter to Greeley Lin- 
coln was waited upon by a committee of clergy-. 
men, and was by them informed that it was God’s 
will that pe should issye a proclamation of eman- 
cipation.! He replied to them, in substance, that 
the day of wate that if it .

While improvement societies and World’s 
Fair Directors are holding daily conferences 
to facilitate travel and traffic between the 
business district df the city and the World’s 
Fair grounds, and suggesting the elevation of 
railroad tracks, the construction of viaducts, 


and subways to that end; while Mayor Washb-. 


burne and Commissioner Aldrich and the 
Transit committee are devising more or less 
elaborate schemes’ for the same purpose, and 
Gen. Torrence proposes his elevated terminal 
project, and Ala, Gahan his uniformed cross- 
ing patrolmen as sovereign remedies of all 
the crossing ills, a resolute body of taxpayers 
in the northern end of what was once the Vil- 
lage of Hyde Park and in the southern end of 
the Fourth Ward have hit on a radical and ef- 
fective plan for riading themselves of the 
presence of the deadly crossing nuisance, ana 
will before many days call on tbe city author- 
ities and the intelligent public to properly aid 
and support them in the same. 

They count with certainty on obtaining such 
aid and support, inasmuch as their plan ‘ton- 
templates the entite removal of the crossing 
nuisance at important points in five of the 
leading thoroughfares of the city—-the most 
used and the most frequented highways next 
to Broadway in the United States. Those 
thoroughfares are State street, Wabash ave- 
nue, Michigan boulevard, Drexel boulevard, 
and Grand boulevard. 

These thoroughfares are now crossed at 
Fertieth street by lines of steam railroad 
tracks laid without any authority of law, in 
defiance of public mght, to the great injury of 
the owners of adjacent property and contrary 
to the public good and welfare. The: tracks 
were laid in 1874 and 1875, and under circum- 
stances which stamp the laying of the same as 
illegal. Hyde Park was then under village 
government. The President of the Village 
eager who was ex-officio Chief of Police of 

village, was John R. Hoxie, who ‘was at 

the same time Vice-President of the Union 
Stock-Yards and Transit company. 
The Charter Granted. 

Some time in 1865 this corporation obtained 
a’charter from the General Assembly of the 
State which authorized it to “‘ construct a rail- 
way with one or more tracks from the grounds 
which may be selected for its yards so as to 
connect outside the City of Chicago the same 


with the tracks of all the railroads which ter- 


minate in Chicago, the lines of which enter 
the city on the south between the lake shore 
and.the southwest corner of said city.’’ So 
far as making the connection with railroads 
entering the city from Hyde Park, this was a 
dead letter till Vice-President Hoxie of the 
Stock-Yards company became President of 
the Board of Trustee’ of the Village of Hyde 
Park in 1874. No attempt was made to 
make the connection. But the Stock-Yards 
company bought lots and lands all the 
way east and west through Hyde Park. 
between Fortieth and Forty-first from.State 


street to the Illinois tracks. It had thus se- 


cured a right of way for a line except over the 
intervening streets. The charter of the Vil- 
Tage of Hyde Park gave it authority over 
those streets. No tracks could be laid across

Board at the time, the Stock-Yards 
company did not apply to the Village Board 
to lay tracks across the streets. Had such 
permission been asked it would have been re- 
fused, undoubtedly. 

But one Saturday night towards the close of 
the summer of 1874 a large number of Stock- 
Yards workingmen appeared at those cross- 
ings to lay steel and iron rails. When the 
pious Hyde-Parkers proceeded to church Sun- 
day morning most of the line was laid. All 
the streets were crossed. The village po- 
licemen whose duty it was- to  pre- 
vert the trespass were at another 
part of the village. Mr. Hoxie, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Stock-Yards company, President 
of the Vilage Board, and ex-officio Chief of 
Police, refused to interfere with the Sunday 
workers of his corporation. When Monday 
morning came the Stock-Yards company 
was running cars over its new line illegally 
Jaid during Saturday night and Sunday morn- 


ing. 
The Hyde-Parkers protested. They de- 
nounced Hoxie. But Hoxie did not care, The 
line was laid and it was operated. The next 
Village Board ordered: its attorney to take 
measures that would bring about the removal 


of the objectionable tracks.. The attorney, 


Leander D. Condee, brought a suit for eject- 
ment. Tne case was heard before Judge 
Smith, who ruled that the ejectment proceed- 
ing was not the proper one in such a case, 
Judge Smith did not pass onthe merits of the 
question. A notice of appeal was given. But 
before the appeal was perfected a new board 
came in. The appeal was conveniently for- 
gotten, In.the attorney’s parlance the case 
was chloroformed and the Stock-Yards *com- 
pany remained in illegal occupation. 
Switches and Side-Tracks /Built. 

Not only that, but the company has also 
constructed a large number of switches and 
side-tracks across the village streets and run- 
ning to warehouses, coal-yards, ice-houses, 
tile-yards, stone-yards, etc,, without any au- 
thority from the Village of Hyde Park or 
from the City of Chicago since the annexation 
of Hyde Park. There are so many of those 
switches and side-tracks over the streets and 
there is so much traffic over the road—a traf- 
fic entirely contrary to the provisions ot the 
vharter of the company using the tracks—that 
the crossings are most dangerous. There have 
been numerous accidents at the crossings, par- 
ticularly at the Grand and Drexel boulevard 
crossings, and the suggestion has been fre- 
quently made that viaductg be erected there. 
There is not a gate guard. Those who have 
driven to or from the Washington Park races 
over Grand or Drexel boulevard when those 
thoroughfares were crowded can realize 
the menace to human life and safety ‘at those 
unguarded crossings and how desirable it 
would be to hve the tracks removed. 

That is what it is proposed todo. As there 
is no ordinance for the laying of the tracks in 
the first place there is no provision in the 
municipal statutes for protecting the cross. 
ings. The surest way to guard against peril, 
the most effective way, is to remove the tracks 
ee During the period of the World’s 

Fair the thoroughfares crossmg those tracks 
leading to the World’s Fair will be crowded 
daily and nightly: Unless the tracks are re. 
moved there will be serious accidents at the 
crossings daily—and numerous fatal accidents 


.durmg the World’s Fair period. 


These facts have impressed themselves on 
several members of the South Side Improve. 
ment Association, and it was the intention to 
cail up,sthe question of the power of the cit# to 
remove the tracks at the meeting held at’ the 
Union League club yesterday, but so much 
other business was transacted that those who 
intended to bring it forward for discussion 
decided to wait for a more favorable opportu- 
nity.

How What Is Termea a “Compromise” 
Was Brought About. 

Peace and good will again reigns among 
the recently belligerent factions of the Liquor 
Dealers’ Association and the druggists who 
sold spirits without. a license. All of their 
differences were amicably arranged in Justice 
Severson’s private court yesterday afternoon, 
and by a preconcerted agreement the drug- 
gists were:fined $20 and: costs, and their fines 
suspended. 

At2 o’clock Attorney John’ McKeough, rep- 
resenting the Liquor Dealers’ Association, 
stepped briskly into the little court-room, 
where the offending druggists had previously 
assembled. He nodded cordially to each one 
in turn and thé& prayed the court to change 
the charge against the defendants to “ viola- 
tion of city ordinance No. 2506,” relating to 
the sale of liquors without a license, -The 
druggists looked cheerfully at the court, and 
the latter remarked that he would fine each 
defendaht the sum of $20, and——”’ ut he 
was interrupted by Attorney McKeough say- 
ing, “‘and suspend it pending the observance 
of the ordinance.”’ 

“Is that the agreement, gentlemen?’ in- 
quired the court. 

All bowed assent and it was so ordered. 

The case against Charies Cavarac, the who!e- 
sale liquor dealer located at No. 202 Dearborn 
street, was disposed of in the same way after 
he had explgined that he had taken out a re- 
tailer’s license and now was violating neither 
law nor ordinance. 

The druggists in the case were Arthur 
Musselwhite, No. 92 West Van Buren street; 
Ea J. Templar, No. 250 Biue Isiand avenue; 
James H, Wells, No. 96 East Randolph street; 
E. Von Hermann, Thirty-first ‘street and In- 
diana avenue; Abram B. Charbonnell, Thirty- 
first street and Cottage Grove avenue; George 
R. Baker, Clark and Van Buren streeta : Dale 
& Sempill, Clark and Madison streets; J ames 
Thompson, No, 83 Clark street; William aS 
Scupham, No. 63 State street, and Buck & 
Rayner, State and Madison streets. 

The proceedings in the court do not indicate 
the true reason of the alleged “ compromise.” 
The druggists have for some time past looked 
on the action of the saloon-men as persecu- 
tion, for the purpose of preventing the sale of 
liquor in drug stores. They looked about 
them for a weapon of defense and found it in 
the open violation of the midnight-closmg 
ordinance. Then a representative of the 
druggists called on a representative of the 
saloon interest. He told him the matter had 
gone farenough, If the druggists were not 
let alone they would prosecute the saloon men 
for keeping open after midnight. The saloon 
men fuined, protested, and accepted the situa- 
tion. The druggists are no longer subject to 
ee from the Saloonkeepers’ Associa- 

ion, 


He Medsured the Sun Spot.

area of disturbance estimated to be 83,500 miles.

ECONOMIC GAS COMPANY’S SITE. 


The Economic Gas company has purchased 
an irregularly shaped block of land bounded 
by the South Branch of the Chicago River on 
the north, Main street on~the west, and Co 
logne street on the south, for $135,000, This 
property has been under contract for some 
time, and Thursday a deed for the west half’ 
ofthe land was executed from the heirs of 
Joseph Brown to Sanford B. French: This 
sale was negotiated by Mead & Coe, and the 
property transferred is that known as Lots 6 
and 7. It has a south frontage on Cologne 
street of 216 feet and a mver frontage of 350 
feet. The west line on Main street is 400 feet, 
while the depth along the east line is 541 feet. 
For this lot or lots $70,000 was paid. Lot 5, 
adjoining this on the east, witha Coldgne 
street frontage of 198 feet, was trans- 
ferred to Sanford.B. French for $30,000 ; 
and Lot 4, of equal frontage, was trans- 
ferred at a considetatiow of $35,000, 
The entire purchase gives the gas company 
coatrol of a block oflana 625 feet long with 
an average depth of 450 feet to 750 of 
river frontage. It is half a mile west of “Hal- 
sted street and a mile and a half directly 
north of the Union Stock-Yards. A switch 
running along the entire front of the property 
parallel with Cologne street, with two spurs 
to the river, is connected with the Alton rail- 
road.

The sale is considered by real-estate = & as 
exceptionally good, as there has been no de- 
mand for the property for some time. Ona the

What Mr. French Has to Say. ° 


‘The land has been purchased and paid for 
by the Economic Gas company,” said Mr. 
French, who is known as S. A. Kent’s right 
hand man. “The title is now in my name as 
trustee for the company. “Plans have been 
made for a complete plant, including gas- 
houses and wells to occupy this site. The es- 
timated cost of the plant is $800,000, but it 
will undoubtedly cost more than that amount. 
The new company will be well under way with 
the work of construction before the public 
realizes that the Economic Gas company has 
not been orgagized simply to be absorbed by 
the trust.” 

The actual purchase of a site for gas Works 
will tend in a certain degree to bring together 
the widely divergent opinions held in New 
York and Chicago in regard to the future of 
the Economic Gas company. The rumor that 
the gas trust has absorbed oris about to ab- 
sorb the Economic company has been more 
than freely circulated in New York, and was 


Only 
yesterday the followimg was included in a 
New York wire to a prominent Chicago 
broker: | 

Insiders here still buy and bull Chicago Gas 
and claim they have really gained control of the 
Economic company. On this basis they look to 
see the Gas shares go to 90. 

On the other hand, what are termed “ in- 
siders ’’ in Chicago claim that the Economic 
company has not sold¥out, will not sell, and 
will be in. actual operation soon, 

Charles T. Yerkes, who is considered a good 
judge of the value of Chicago franchises, is 
quoted as saying that the Economic com- 
pany’s franchise is the most valuable ever se- 
cured in this city. Almost every man inter- 

ested in the company has publicly stated that 
it 1s organized for actual business, and not for 
the purpose of being absorbed by the gas 
trust. 

President Yuille was unreserved in his 
denial that the Economic company is to pass 
into the control of the trust. 

‘‘The general dissatisfaction with the service 
given by the old gas company shows that there 
is more than a demand for a new company. 
We propose to fill that demand, and have spent 
$135,000 for asite and will spend ten times 
that amount for a plant in preparing to do so. 
We will make gas,.and the rumors which are 
being use? so effectually on the New York 
market are absolutely false.”’ 

The Chicago Public Skeptical. 


The general. Chicago public seems to be 
with the New York speculative public in itsskep- 
tical view as to the intentions of the Economic 
Gas company. It would hail any new com- 
pany which would appear in the field and re- 
lieve it from the exactions of the gas trust. 
But the various moves made by the Economic 
company looking toward competition with 
the gas trust have been considered insincere. 
Even when the stfeets were torn up to allow 
mains to be laid, the general idea was ex- 
pressed that the company was engineeging @ 
‘“‘ bluff’ of magnificeat proportions. The de- 
lay in accepting the ordinance, in actual work, 
and in securing a site have aii contributed toa 
general feeling of uncertainty. A tract of 
jand with river froncage located east of Hal- 
sted was placed under contract by Mr. French 
some time ago.

The Senator Reviews the Martyr President's 
Character and Broad Policies. 

Senator Cullom’s response to the toast of 
“ Abraham Lincoln ”’ was as follows: 

Mr. President and gehtlemen:: On Tenth 
street, Washington City, is a brick house now 
used as a printing office, on the front of which is 
a marble tablet bearing the my oy Se : 

“ Abraham Lincoln died in this house April 15,

On the opposite side of the street from this is 


another ick house, once known as Ford's 
‘Theater. now as a vernment office, in 
which on the night of April 14, 1865, a ebat was 


fied by an assassin, now e@xecra ° the 
world, and it resultedin his death, This event, 
the most sorrowful in the bistory of America, oc- 
curred within the tifetime of men not yet 27 years 
of : but-as I stand here tonight looking back- 
ward, it seems to me as an event of long, long ago 
—as something that happened in a remote time. 
And yet, gentlemen, only yesterday, so to speak, 
Lincola the great man, am anniversary of whose 
birthday we are celebrating tonight, was a busy 
actor in a busy scene, the most conspicuous figures 
in one of the most momentous hs of human 
history, an epoch made especi illustrious by 
his greatness and exceptional ness. 

Sir, | knew Abraham Lincoln well, 1 saw him 
for the first time in Tazewell County, in this 
State, when he was engaged in the defense of a 
man charged with murder, and thereafter I saw 
am ee. both pop wee Poy after he h ay er in 

a ig candidate for in pring- 
field District. My father waa his friend and ad- 
mirer,and accompanied him in his canvass of 
Tazewell, which was then, as it is now, a part of 
the Springfield District. Thena boy I attended 
one of his meetings and heard him speak, and I 
remember that upon being introduced to his audi- 
ence he began by saying: 

“ Fellow-citizens: Ever since I came Taze- 
well County Maj. Cullom has been tak me 
around, and has ard my h so often that 
the only way I can fool him and make him believe 
that 1 do not make the same speech ail the time is 
by turning it end for end once in a while.” 

Sir; I knew Lincoin in all the walks of life. I 
knew him.in the every-day lifeof a private citizen ; 
I knew him as a lawyer, when he o appeared 


in hotly-contested cases and was abe against 
the ablest lawyers in the land; I knew him asa 
the stump of Lilinois,

Wash n; 1 knew him longand I 

whim well, { would have pleasure in at- 
tempting to analyze his character, but time will 
not permit. I must dwell, however, briefly upon 
some of his mental characteristics. 


Lincoln Loved Burns’ Poetry, 
Mr. President, Lincoln was not a scholar in the 


common acceptation of that phrase; but he knew . 


many things, and knew manyof them well. He 
had a profound knowledge of the works of some 
of the great writers of English literature. He 
was a student of Shakespgare and of Burns. The 
lessons of liberty taughtin the sonorons lines of 
the great dramatist impressed him, bat Burns he 
loved, becatise that poet had— 
Strong sense, deep feeling, passions strong, 
A hate of tyrant and of knave, 
A love of rig t, a scorn of wrong, 
Of coward and of slave. 

Itissaid that he could repeat nearly all the 
poems of this master of the human heart, and 
there can be no doubt that the poet’s broad liber- 

ity affected the future statesman and softened 

ischaracter, but it did not weaken it; for in 
Both bis public and private life he proyed the 
truth of the poet’s words, that— 
The bravest are the tenderest, 
The loving are the daring. 

His intellect was strong, strong as the hickory 
sapling that will bend and sway in the tempest, 
but will not break: and it has been said that his 
logic was perfect, that, although his mode of 


talking was generally of a plain, unimpassianed * 


character, be was the author af some of the most 
beautiful and eloquent passages in the English 
language. When he made his great Cooper Insti- 
tute speech at New York William Cullen Bryant, 
at that time the editor of the Hvening Post, said: 
“For the publication of such words of weight 
and wisdom as those of Mm Lincoln the pages of 
this journal are indefinitely elastic.”’ And Judge 
Breese said of him: ‘* He was the finest lawyer I 
ever knew.” . 

Strong in intellect, he was a Bayard in moral 
courage, and did not hesitate to take ition 
with the opponents of slavery. He met with Dong- 
las, his great rival. for the first time in the Legis- 
lature of this State during the session of 1536-37. 
At that time he was 27 and uglas 23 years of 
age. Agitation of the slavery —— had been 
begun, and both the Whig and Democratic par- 
ties being submissive to the slave power, the Gen- 
eral ae passed at this session certain pro- 
slavery resoludons, which were denounced by 
Lincoln, who protested “ae them, declaring 
nt slavery was found injustice and bad 
policy. 

In 1854 the Missouri* Compromise was abro- 
ated and the Northwest Territory was open to 
nvasion by slavery. Lincoln at once became 

aroused to the situation and madea sturdy re- 
sistance to this forward step of the slave power, 
which proposed to itself the conquest of all the 
free territory of the republic. Indeed, where the 
battle of free-soil was hottest, there Lincoln was 
ever found, and, his utterances were always as 
brave as they were forcibie. His fight against the 
spread of.siaverf was continued with unabated 
gor, and finally, as the representative of the 
free-scil-for-free-men idea, he was elected to the 
Presidency. 

At the time he assumed this high office the 
clouds of impending war hung dark and threat- 
ening in every part of the political sky, and he 
entered, without much experience in governmental 
matters, upon the discharge of duties the mést 
difficult that had ever devolved upon an execn- 
tive officer. But he was equal to the task, and 
this fact soon became apparent to the people. 

Lincoln's Caution and Shrewdness. 


\ Cautiously he started to walk along the danger- 
beset path which was before him_and had tw be 
pa over. He felt his way. He had learned 
the truth of an ubservation made by Cicero that 
“Whoever enters upon public life ought to take 
care that the question how far thé measure is vir- 
tuous be not the sole consideration, but also how 
far be may have the means of carrying it into ex- 
ecation ; that in doing this he is to take care that 
througn indolence he do not y despond, nor, 
through eagorness. too much presume.” There- 


fore he did not attempt often to compel public | 


sentiment to turn in this or that direction, but 
he caytiousiy and shrewdly managed both men 
and events. 

An instance of his shrewdness and tact I may 
relate in illustration of this characteristic. The 
incident of the arrest of Mr. Vall@ndigham by 
Gen. Burnside created, you will remember, great 
excitement at the North, and a spirit of resist-

This work was finished, but Lincoln did not 
live to see it finished. He didnot live to see the 
Union restored. He did not live to see the 
man clothed with citizenship and dignified by 
the elective franchise. But the great party that 
took inspiration from him has not been recreant 
to his teachings, but by the very path in which 
he walked it has led the country out_into the full 
blaze of liberty and into the glory of an unexam- 
pled prosperity. : 

Look at the record. The party of Lincoln has 
restored the Union; it has extirpated those twin 
relics of barbarism—slavery and polygamy ; un- 
der its financial management it has seen paid up 
all but $800,000,000 of the war debt of $6,000,000,000, 
which our political opponents declared never 
would and never could be paid; it has increased 


in number the sisterhood of the States of 
the Union from_ thirty-three in 1560 to 
forty-four in 1892 ; it has restored 


our finances upon a solid specie basis; it has 


given prosperity to the farmer as well as to the 
artisan, and has made the United States the 
most prosperous agricultural community as well 
as the busiest workshop in the world; it has 
given 2,200,000 ucres of land to fifteen States since 
1861 for agricultural cellege purposes; it h 
given, inround numbers, 53,000,000 acres of ian 
to 400,000 homestead settlers ; it has increased our 
manufactures by the protective policy inauguar- 
ated by the Morrill tariff act, which was approved 
by President Lincoln, until we exceed now in the 
volume of our mauufactures the res of the 
world; it has increased our imports under this 
policy from §8,250,000,000 in value during the 

iod between 1791 and 1860 to $16,500,000,000 
in value during the period of thirty years 
between 1861 and 1881; it has increased our ex- 
pérts under this poliey from $7,250,000,000 in value 
during the period trom 1791 to 1860 to $17,000,000,- 
000 in value during the thirty years between 1561 
and 1891; it has given $2;500,000 in support of na- 
tional homes for soldiers, in which 53,528 defend- 
ers of the flag have ‘ca for; it has given 
in addition to this 000 in aid of State and 
Territorial homes for invalids and crippled veter- 
ans; it has passed. . 
der which hundreds of thousands of Union sol- 
diers and their wives and children have found a 
refuge from want. and it has benefited the coun- 
try and glorified it in many other ways that I have 
not time now to rehearse.

All this has been done under circumstances the 
most pad fy At every step forward taken by the 

rty of Abraham Lincoln the Democratic party 
as cried: “ Don't.”

in reply to thege questions I can say only that 
the spark of slavery is vital yet. lt cannot put 
the negro back into bondage, but it can and does 
oppress him. It has taken from him the rights of 
American citizenship. It has driven him in many 
instances from the poils, and, in other instances, 
das suppressed his vote by robbing the ballot box 
or by counting falsety. 

Gentlemen, the Lincoln Park statue is a daily 
invocation to the Republican party to interfere 
and prevent these a . itteaches that it is 
the duty of the Republican party to say that the 
right of the negro to cast his ballot in security, 
and to have it counted. must be recognized; that, 
if the Democrats of the South will not’ recognize 
this right upon the suggestion of justice, then the 
arm of the Republican party, like the arm of the 
statue of Lincoln, must be stretched out over our 
colored citizens in protection. and the power of 
the government must be invoked to compel fair 
élections at the South, to secure the honest return 
of honest votes freely cast and honestly counted.

first great idea. England heard of it across the 
Atlantic and was amused at the erratic notion. 
“Governments derive their just power from the 
consent of the governed.’’ This was another of 
those grand ideas. land heard of it and be- 
came furious: hence the Revolution. The men of 
those days were few, but they were all great, and 
they were sufficient. From the twilight of the 
forests and the limitless expanse of prairies, 
where dwelis the spirit of fr m,¢ame forth a 
voice, as of one crying in the wilderness: * Pre- 
pare ye the way.’ It was Patrick Henry—the 
yoice of the Revolution. And as Henry was the 
Voice, so Washington was the Sword of the Rev- 
olution, whose cruelty was tempered by wisdom ; 
implacable and yet merciful; patient and yet 
swift as the lightning flash—a gleaming two- 
edged fstrument in the hands of fate. 

The American Idea Triumphs. 


‘The war was fought and the new ideas were 
vindicated. To fit them to placed in the 
foundation of the newtepublic they were crys- 
tallized in a document drewn up 4 homas Jef- 
ferson, called the Declaration of. Independence. 
lt was the most extraordinary political ode ever 
fulminated; but it was not Jefferson’s. He but 
held the pen; the author was in the clouds. All 
the world heard of the event. European labor 
shifted the burden from its shoulders for a mo- 
ment and strained its weary eyes across the 
waters. It sawthe white hand of freedom beckon- 
ing from the West. From all parts of the globe 
the people of every nation, character, and tongue 
flocked to render service in the upbuilding of so 
ambitious a structure. Foreign powers laughed 
at the motley spectacle. What inglorious failure 
awaited an undertaking born of the imagination 
and reared by ignorance! What riot and anarchy 
must. result from such a diversity of habit, 
thought, and language ! : 

The work reseed. New ideas were from 
time to time built into the superstructure, but at 
last the workmen disagreed, and the destruction 
of the temple, so long predicted, seemed imminent 
and certain. The North and South differed on 
the question of slavery. Shem end Japhet were 
disposed to make a political sandwich of the de- 
scendants of Ham; hence the bellion, which 
was the corollary of the Revolution. By this 
means the Declaration of Independence was vin- 
dicated ; it became something more than a von 
sody of words—something more than a magniifi- 
cent paradox. Three million people were made 
citizens instead ofslaves. The sublime character 
of this epoch was Abraham Lincoln, the dearest 
name, save one, on garth; at whose. mention an 
ineffable tenderness;warms the heart and gathers 
to the eyes. Grant, Sherman, Sheridan-—the 
might aero of the war—have obeyed the trum- 
pet-call and joined the armies of the dead. The 
sword has beén returned to its scabbard, but the 
flash and glitter ot blade, quivering through 
the bloody clouds battle, will shine upon us 
still like the rays of another sun. 

Citizens! America, the tower and bulwark of 
human liberties, is still in process of erection. 
From the altitude of now, from this zenith of 
history, look ouj,upon the world. Behold! the 
American idea where triumphant. The

BENJAMIN BUTTER WORTH’S ADDRESS

If, however, 
the Commissioners are coming here merely 
for the sake pf influencing Canadian political 
opinion, and with no expectation of securing 
a treaty, it may pay them to come. If, on the 
other hand, they are coming with the expecta- 
tion that this government will accept reci- 
procity as they understand it they will only 
waste their time. 


THE ANTI-HILL REVOLT IN NEW YORK. 

‘Lhere was a large meeting night before last 
of New York City Democrats to protest against 
the action of Senator Hill’s State committee 
in calling the convention for the 22d of this 
month in order that he might be enabled to 
take a snap judgment and secure for himself 
the seventy-two votes of the State in the Na- 
tuonal convention. Most of those who attended 
the meeting were Cleveland men and protested 
against the early convention chiefly because 
they believed it to be aimed at their candidate. 
The cheers for the ex-President and for “‘ tariff 
reform,” a question which does wat interest 
Senator Hill in the'least, showed that. There 
must also have been othersethere who, while 
not wedded to Mr, Cleveland, are disgusted 
with Senator Hill’s peculiar methods and.do 
not wish him—and Tammany through him— 
to become the leader of their party in State 
and Nation. 

The final resolution adopted provides that 

A committee of fifty, with power to add to its 
number, be appointed by the Chairman of this 
meeting to communicate with the members of the 
Democratic State committee and respectfully 
protest against their action in designating the 
date already fixed for the State convention, and 
that they be urged to reconsider such action and 
revoke their call, and, if that is not done, that the 
committee hereby: greated exercise such furtber 
powers and take such other action as may secure 
a proper representation of the people of the 
State in the National convention of the party 
and as may seem proper and in accordance with 
the spirit of these resolutions, 

It is pretty easy to tell what the aetion of 
the State committee will be, or rather. that .of 
Senator Hill, who is at Albany, watching the 
progress of events. ‘The protesting Demo- 
crats will be told that it is too late to make a 
change, and will be invited to mind their own 
business, At this point the proceedings will 
begin to become interesting. Then it will be 
seen whether the protesters are bald enough to 
set up in business for themselves, call another 
convention, and send another set of delegates 
to the Chicago convention, and let that body 
deal with the quarrel, as was the case in eaflier 
years when it had to decide between Hard 
Shells and Soft Sheljs. Thea it will bé pos- 
sible to tell how great the disaffection among 

the New York Democrats really is, and how 
many of them are ready to take the bold step 
of defying the regular organization. It is 
claimed that there are great numbérs of anti- 
Hill Democrats in the counties outside of 
New York and Kings. It will not take long 
to tell whether that is the fact. : 

But even though there should not be another 
convention cailed by the Cleveland men, and 
éven if their strength should not turn out to 
be as great as they predict, a demonstration 
such as that of Thursday night puts an ef- 
fectual spoke.in Senator Hill’s wheel. Itis a 
notice to the National convention not to nom- 
inate him if it wishes the Electoral vote of 
New York. When that body sees several 
thousand men determined to vote against him 
if nominated, it will try no experiments in a 
State which it cannot be absolutely sure of 
earrying, even with its strongest man. 

When Senator Hill called his convention 
for so early a day he made a great, and yet 
perhaps a natural, blunder. 
nearly all the elements of the party support 
him in the past and indorse acts as hawliss as 
the stealing of the New York Senate and he 
supposed that whatever he might do would 
not be objected to seriously. He forgot that 
to steal seats from Republicans was one thing 
and to steal them from rival Democrats was 
another. The first met with no Democratic 
objection, since it was forthe good of the 
party. The second has stirred up a hornets’ 
nest as it is for Hill’s Benefit alone. The Sen- 
ator has incurred the intense hostility of the 
earnest Cleveland Democrats in New York 
and has added nothing to his strength outside 
the State. He has provided his enemies at 
home with an excuse for knifing him if the 
convention gives them a chance., The long- 
headed politicians who will probably control 
that body will not be “unwise enough to nom- 
inate Hill’ and challenge them to do their 
worst.

the standard United States silver dollar of 


412\¢ grains is not worth as much or will not 
purchase as much-labor or anything else as a 
gold dollar. Then what has it got to howl 


about? There is so much silver and paper 


issued against it in circulation that the editor 
of the paper seldom handles any other kind 
of money, and if he has any sense’ at ali he 
must know that with free coinage the buying 


power of that silver dollgr would at once be | 


reduged by about 30 per cent. Not only the 
silver dollars to be issued under the new or- 
der of things, but every one of those now in 
existence, would then have a purchasing power 
of only 70 cents as compared with a buying 
value of 108 cents today The latter is sus- 
tained by the golden thread which the silver 
maniacs want to cut asunder al launch the 
country upon a stormy sea of silver mono- 
metailism, the very first result of which 
would be such a scarcity of money as has not 
been experienced in the United States in mod- 
ern times. This scarcity must ensue from the 
fact that the number of dollars would be re- 
duced by the disappearance of all the gold 
and the paper issued against it, while the re- 
maining silver would be at once reduced m 
buying power 30 per cent. Instead of plenty 
of money, which is what the advocates of free 
silver coinage profess to want, we should have 
a panic fur want of enough money with which 
to transact business. 

The same paper says ‘‘the government ae 
already fixed the price of about 405,000,000 
standard silver dollars, and they wil! purchase 
just as much as that number of gold dollars.”’ 
Yes, and they will continue to do so as long as 
the government is able to guarantee them. 
But it would have nothing to do with the mat- 
ter if free silver coinage were adopted, be- 
yond putting on a specified quantity of the 
silver a legend to the effect that it is a dollar. 
And no one need doubt that it would in that 
case be “fa dollar,” but of what kind? A 
silver dollar judged by just the same rule as is 
the gold dollar now. That is to say, its 
purchasing power would be gauged strictly by 
the commercial value of the bullion it con- 
tained. Is any one sufficiently insane to sup- 
pose he could buy a pound in sterling ex- 
change for five of such dollars? No, _ It is 
expected a man wéuld have to pay out s hun- 
dred ef such dollars for the same amount of 
sterling exchange as he can now get for sev- 
enty dollars. 
hundred of those silver dollars in pay for as 


much wheat and corn as he now selis for sev_ 


enty, but that would not benefit him one whit, 
as he must. pay out in the same’ proportion of 
greater theoretical dearness for everything 
he had to buy. The only fellows who could 
hope to gain anything by such a change are 
the ones who want to be allowed to pay off 
present indebtedness with a depreciated cur- 
rency. But it may well be doubted if even 
they would not be ultimately sufferers by the 
stringency brought about as above indicated, 
with a reduction both in the number of dollars 
available for use.and in the buying power of 
those which re:mained in circulation. 

The charge that it is the speculators who fix 
the price of silver from day to day is the sheer- 
est kind of rot. The only time wheg they 
haye “fixed” it was when they senselessly 
ran up the price too far above the commer- 
cial value of the metal and let it go with a 
loss when no longer able to hold it at that 
artificial altitude. The price is now fixed by 
the willingness of men who own silver to sell 
it to the government, and if that demand of 
4,500,000 uuaces a month were cut off by the 
adoption of free coinage, as it would be, those 
silyer owners would be forced to take even 
less than now as measured by the actual b 
ing power of the money handled. -There is 
already as much silver money and paper is- 
sued against silver in circulation in the United 
States as can be maintained at par on thenow 
artificial ratio of 16 to 1, and it is simply 
a confusion of terms to say that the silver 
would not at onee drop to its bullion value if 
separated by free coinage from the sustaining 
power of the gold in the National Treasury. 
To expect it to stay up in such a case is as ab- 
surd as to think the limb on which a man is 
sitting would continue to bear his weight if it 
were sundered from the parent tree. 

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

Why is no movement being made in Con- 
gress for guvernment aid to the Nicaragua 
Canal? Is there any subject more important 
that can engage its attention? These are ques- 
tions which the people would like to have an- 
swered. Their attention has been called 
afresh to this subject by the recent narrow 
escape of this country from a war with Chile. 
Had there been a war the necessity for such a 
canal would have been so overwhelmingly ap- 
parent that Congress could not have resistea 
the demand for help towards its construction. 
That necessity is none the less urgent because 
we have escaped war with Chile, nor is the 


esentiment of the people less favorable towards 


the question of government help. The Chile- 
an War scare was an abject lesson, setting 
forth the absolute necessity not only that this 
canal must bexbuilt, but that the government 
must control it when built. If the funds do 
not come from that source they will come 
from some other. 

The bill pending before Congress provides 
that the United States shall guarantee princi- 
pal and interest of $100,000,000 of the com- 
pany’s 4 per cent bonds end limit the issue to 
this sum, in consideration. >f which the com- 
pany shall turn over $70,000,000 of the $100,- 
000,000 capital stock tothe government. This 
is a fair business proposition.* The govern- 
ment can sustain no loss, and at the same 
time would be giving its guaranty to a great 
work that must enhance enormously the com- 
mercial interests of this country Mr.’M. L. 
Scudder, discussing this questien in the Econ- 
omist, says; 3 


It is proposed by the canal company to charge 
$2,50 per ton tolls. It is estimated that all vessels 
which could save 2,000 or more miles of their voy- 
ages could well afford to pay these toils, and on 
this basis it is estimated that some 9,000,000 tons 
per annum would pass through the canal. If one- 
half or one-third of this tonnage made use of the 
canal it will be readily seen that the interest on 
its bonded debt would be earned and dividends 
on its stock provided for. 


The same writer puts the question in this 
direct and forcible way: 


If the canal company are now willing to accept 
these terms there should be no hesitation on the 
part of Congress in passing the bill and acquiring 
the Nicaragua Canal inthis way. There has been

THE EFFECTUAL WORKINGS OF BLAINE 
RECIPROCITY, 


The Consul-General at Havana sends to the 
State Department following interesting 
statistigs : tne 


The receipts of flour|at Havana for January, 
1892, were: From the United States, 62,731 sacks ; 


from Spain, none. In January, 1891, the receipts 


were: From the United States, 2,720 sacks; from 
Spain, 38,490 sacks. The exports offiour to Cuba 
from New York, New Orleans, Mobile, and Key 
West in January, 1892, amounted to 67,478 barrels, 
as against 9,234 barrels from the same points in 
January, 1891. 

The difference between the two years is due 


exclusively to the fact that during 1891 an 


agreement was negotiated with Spain under ‘ 


the Blaine reciprocity provision of the new 
tariff law by which the ,previous prohibitory 
Cuban duty on flour was cut down toa dollar 
for 220 pounds, But/for that agreement no 
more flour would haye been sent to Havana 
in January, 1892, than 1891. The old pro- 
hibitory duty was imposed by Spain for the 
benefit of its own wheat-growers and millers, 
to give them a monopoly of the Cuban mar- 
ket. They protested against its repeal, but 
the far-sighted policy ot Mr. Blaine forced the 
Spanish Government to choose between the 
lowering of that duty and the exclusion of the 
great product of Cubafrom American ports, 
t@be followed by a revolution” in the island, 
and it had to disregard the entgeaties of its 
own subjécts.* 

It was claimed on behalf of the reciprocity 
policy that it would increase enormously the 
exportation of Americap breadstuffs to the 
Latin-American countries. The Cuban agree- 
ment has been in force since Jan.1. The 
above figures show what iS has accomplished 
in one month. , Wisile Gov. Boies is sneering 
at reciprocity, flour made from the whedt of 
lowa farmers is finding a profitable market, 
which it would not have*had but for Mr. 
Blaine’s stateémanship. 

Senator Hill calls reciprocity a humbug, 
and free trade doctrinaires say that it accom- 
plishes nothing. How httle they know is illus- 
trated forcibly by one month’s experience of 
its workings in one comparatively smal! coun- 
try. It will be noticed that the intelligent 
men in the Democratic party, who. keep ‘an 
eye on the trade of the United States, are not 
the ones who attack reciprocity, for they 
know that were they to do so the statistics 
would confute them. Such men fight shy of 
the subject. They arein no haste to intro- 
duce bills to repeal the Blaine reciprocity 
clause of the McKinley bill. They are anxious 
to pass the matter over in silence, knowing 
that the more reciprocity is discussed the more 
apparent will its merits be and the more will 
the people be on the side of the party which is

ACROSS THE OCEAN IN FIVE. DAYS. 

Regular trips acrogs the Atlantic in five days, 
schedule time, is the latest announcement 
made for the delectation of ocean voyagers. 
This promise is given fot a steamer designed 
by Mr. A. P. Bliven of Brooklyn, and itis no 
longer a mere theory, as a company has been 
formed with capital of $1,000,000 to carry out 
the project, which is already well under way. 
The details are said to be all worked out, and 
the construction of a- vessel 300 feet long on 
the new plan, to cost $800,000, will be begun 
within the next thrge months, 

The steamship is|to be yacht-like in form, 
and similar in general appearance and the ar- 
rangement of its cabins to the big palace 
Sound steamers. It will have three screws 
driven by a power (eveloped in steam gener- 
ators, and aluminum bronze will be the ma- 
terial used for all its machinery. The designer 
claims that this metal has’ been the direct 
means of making: ié practicable to use an 
enormoys pressure ef steam in ocean naviga- 
tion, such as must be applied to make the pas- 
sage between New York and the British island 
in the time stated. |The steam generator al- 
ready perfected is claimed to give, with a pres 
sure of 350 to 400 pounds, one horse-power 
with an expenditure of only a single pound of 
coal per hour. Besides this Mr. Bliven has in- 
vented a means for making one piston valve 
run two cylinders and reverse. 

A valve of this character is reported to have 
been already placed on the ferry-boat Charles- 


ton, and attracted widespread attention here } 


and abroad. The contrivance is said to help 
wonderfully to a simplification of machinery 
and a saving of power, rendering it possible to 
attain a speed of twenty-six miles an hour, 
with an econonfy compared to the slower 
progress achieved by ozdinary methods. This 
would permit the achievement of 3,000 miles 
in five days, with a leeway of four per cent. 
The promise is an attractive one, and admit- 
ting that the claims of the inventor in regard 
to his apparatas are substantiated, there will 
be no lack of capital to introduce the appli- 
ance into many other channels of activity be- 
sides that of steam navigation. 


THE PRUSSIAN EDUCATION BILL. 

The preternatural activity of the German 
Emperor and the disposition to dominate his 
subjects, not only in their legitimate relations 
to the government, but in their household, 
school, and church affairs, are arousing at last 
not only exceedingly free criticism, but a con- 
ment which may 
develop into active hostility if he does not 
call a halt on hi¢ paternal government ideas. 
This is specially true as regards the question 
of education, interference with which free 
people nowhere are disposed to tolerate. 

- The government ill, which has been 
inspired immediately by the Emperor, and 
which now is pending in the lower house of 
the Prussian Landtag, will, if enacted, place 
the control of the schools in the hands of the 
Lutheran clergy. It aims a direct Blow at 
free secular education. Under its provisions 
it makes religious ‘education obligatory. and 
exacts a tueasure of conformity from all 
students. In other words it proposes to regu- 
late faith by law, though the Prussian Con- 


| stitation guarante: 3 absolute liberty of con- 


science. It is this| proposition which is so ex- 
citing the thirty odd millions of Prassians to- 
day.

It is opposed to the spirit of the .age, and if 
carried out, as it can be under the Prussian 
Constitution if the Emperor be so disposed, 
will be a step backward that may end in revo- 
lution. The civilized world at least has gone 
too far forward to consent to the mixing of 
religion and education, which means the 
teaching of theological dogmas by compulsion 
of the law. Such alaw cannot be enforced 
without meeting with stern resistance. If 
Lutheran dogmas are taught it will offend 
the Catholics, just as it would offend the

while if either were taught it would offend the 
millions of agnostics. It is doubtful, accord- 
ing to latest reports, whether the ministry will 
hold together in this matter. Even if it does, 
and if the National-Liberals should come to 
the support of the ‘bill, as the Emperor ex- 
pécts, he will be dealing with a dangerous 
business; He is playing with fire. There

That if she wanted 
cash she must go and get it marked to that 
effect by the drawer. She went away’and re- 
turned with the chock marked “pay cash,’ and 
asked for the money all in gold. I weighed 
the amount out and paid it to her in the de- 
sired form. She put bag containing the 
monty on her arm, threw her cloak over it, 
and walked out of the bank.”’ 

Q.—How much would £550 in goid weigh? 

A.—Rather more than nine pounds. 

The magistrate then, asked: ‘ Haye you 
any doubt in the world as to the identity of 
the prisoner?’’ 

The Conduit streét tailor, Mr. Alfred Benja- 
min, whose letter pricked the whole colossal 
bubble blown by the Osborne side of the fa- 
mous suit, said:

I 
remember a lady calling at my shop the 23d 
of February, but I could not identify her as 
the prisoner. I gave the iady, whoever she 
was (she gave the name of Mrs. Thompson), 
a letter to my banker—it is the letter now’ 
produced—and asked him to oblige the lady 
with notes in change for gold. reports 
of the trial having been shown to me by one 
of my clerks I‘communicated with the Judge 
who was hearing the suit.” 

Mr. A. B. Cargothorn, cashier at the bank 
to which Mr. Benjamin’s letter was directed, 
remembered the letter being prese by a 
lady. Hesaid: “I took 550 sove s and 
gave in exchange seven £50 notes .and ten

He also produced 
nine £20 Bank of England notes dated March

She purchased housé- 
hold linen to the vatue of £50 and a few 
shillings and remained about an hour and a 
half or two hours. She gave me instructions 
that the linen was to be marked Capt. Osborne. 
The goods in the first instance were sent 
home in one of our carts,“but were brought 
back. Mrs. Osborne called .the 28th and I 
took the goods myself to her house the 2d 
of March. I waited at the house, sent for Miss 
Elliott and tendered my account. She gave 
me in payment a £50 bank note. I then asked 
her to indorse’ the note, whereupon she said 
that the Messrs. Maple were rather exacting. 
She immdorsed the note in my presence in the 
name of Elliott and paid me the differerice in 
coin. The following morning I paid the note 
into the counting-house.”’ 

Frederick Albert Denhan, cashier at, Messrs. 
Maples, said: ‘*The firm~ banked with the 
Union. Bank in Tottenham Court road. The 
4th of March I made up‘a pareel of 500 bank 
notes and they were paid into the Union 
Bank.”’ 

Edward Dunmore, clerk at the Tottenham 
Court road of the branch of the Union Bank, 
proved the payment of £500 to Messrs. Maples’ 
account, including a £50 note dated May 2, 
1890, and numbered 18,196, ‘‘indorsed by F. 
E. Elliott.” 

Charles Smith, manager for the Mortimer 
stores in the Fulham road,‘said that he had a 
customer named Ethel Elliott,on -whom he 
occasionaily gave orders and -for whom he 
sometimes paid accounts. The firm. banked 
with the London and Southwestern Bank 
Fulham road. The £20 hote nurhbered 28,661 
bore his initials. He always put the name of 
a person from whom he received the notes 
fipon the back. Upon that note he found two 
t’s, but the rest of the name had been erased. 
He was in the habit of apeline Mrs. Eltiott’s 
with two t’s, and Feb. he found he had 
paid £25 into the bank.

. TERROR IS ABROAD'IN SPAIN. 


by Night—Anarchists Carry Daggers. 
Mapnrip, Feb. 12.—A dispatch from Xeres 
ays that the executjons of Anarchists which 
took place there Wédnesday has not had the 
effect of putting a stop to the Anarchist agita- 
tion. Several bands of Anarchists have been 
marauding in the country close to Xeres, but 
yesterday detachments of gendarmes were 
sent after them, whereupon they immediately 
took to flight. The gendarmes are determined 
to capture them, if possible, and are still in 
pursuit of them. The inhabitants of Xeres 
nave been thoroughly frightened by the atti- 
tude and threats of the lawless characters in 
the town, and not knowing at what moment 
another outbreak may occur they are staying 
in their houses as much as possible. At 9 o’block 
last night the streets, which at that hour are 
usually bustling with life, were deserted. The 
casinos, cafés, shops, and theaters were closed. 
Almost the only signs of life aside from’ the 
lice were in the lighted windows of the 
welling houses. Any one who was brave 
enough.to venture out was closely watched by 
the guardians of the city’s peace. 

From Cadiz today comes the intelligence 
that the police of that city have arrested three 
Anarchists, whv when searched were found to 
be arnied with long, keen daggers. Ther had 
in their possession a quantity of documents 
couched in the usually fiery anarchistic style 
calling upon the people to avenge the deaths 
of the executed Anarchists and to right the 
many wrongs which the working people suffer.

Carelessness Caused Accident to the Victoria. 

The British ironclad Victetia was docked at 
Malta today. Lord George Haniilton, first 
Lord of the Admiralty, amnounced in the 
House of Commons today that the accident to 
the Victoria was the subject of an inquiry by 
a court-martial, but he refused to give de- 
tails. An Associated Press reporter learned, 
however, that the accident was entirely 
due to carelessness. A boat’s crew 
was sent out to mark with a buoy a shoal the 
existence of which was perfectly known to the 
officers. The shoal is very narrow and extends 
from the shore. The crew were, instructei to 
proceed along the shoal from tlie shore-until 
ten fathoms of water was teached and then to 
mark the spot with a buoy. When within 100 
yards of the end the boat gotoff the shoal, and 
as the next sounding showed over ten fathoms of 
water the crew supposed that all was right and 
placed the buoy there. The Victoria then 
came along at a good speea at right angles to 
the shoal to take a position for torpedo prac- 
tice and passing well outside the buoy sud- 
denly struck the shoal. The Hon. Maurice 
Bourke, who, with the navigating officer, is 
held responsible for the accident, is a great 
chum of the Duke of ee having 
served with him in Malta having visited 
Russia with him, 

Strike of Coal Porters Ended. 

The big strike of co@l porters in this city, 
which had been in progress several days, is 
now ended. The trouble was caused by a dis- 
pute with one firm in régardto the wages 
to be paid their employés and 8,000 
men altogether went out. The result 
of deliberations has been. that the 
merchants agreed to withdraw their circular 
boycotting the labor unions, and left the 
Camerons to fight their own quarrel with the 
men. It was between the Camerons and the 
employés that the dispute arose which 
originated the strike. The merchants 
met the union council at @ fate hour tonight 
and accepted all their terms. The merchants 
agreel to reinstate all their old hands, 
to pay wages to their em- 
ployés, and to employ all of the men 
who left the Camerons for whom they 
could possibly find places, The strikers have 
gained a complete victory in their contest 
with their employers, and there is much re- 
joicing among the men over the successful 
outcome of their struggle.

LIFE IN STARVING RUSSIA, 


Terrible Suffering in the Province of Penza 
~—18,000 Persons Fed Daily by Charity. 
Loynon, Feb, 12.—A dispatch from Penga, 

capitel of the government of that name in the 

southwestern part of what.is known as East 

Russia, is published in the London Chronicle 

today. The dispatch says that the thermometer 

registered 58° below zera and that there is 

terrible suffering among the peasants. A 

number of men have been frozen to death on 

the high roads, and so intensely cold is 1t that 
birds drop dead from the trees in which they 
have sought shelter. None of the children in 

Penza are allowed to go to school. 

A quantity of grain for the famine sufferers 
has arrived at Penza, but it is impossible to 
distribute it among the peasants in the sur- 
rounding country owing to the fact that near- 
ly all the horses have been killed for food or 
sold to procure money with which to buy the 
necessaries of Iffe. Five thousand horses have 
been killed in Penza alone, and it is estimat- 


‘ed.that several million draft animals have 


been killed throughout the empire since au- 
tumn. Typhus-fever, small-pox, and diph- 
theria are virulent among the inhabitants. 
Around Penza 200 of the peasants have died 
from these diseases. The dispatch adds that 
in the Governments of Samara, Saratov, and 
Nijni Novgorod the condition is far worse 
than in Penza. : 

In those three governments thousands of 
the peasants have fallen victims to the hunger, . 
thyphus, and the other epidemic diseases, In 
the governments of Charkov and Kazan the 
typhus-fever is especially terrible in its 
rayages. The inhabitarts are dying off by the 
hundreds. Whole families have been stricken 
by the disease and have died, not a single 
member recovering. 

The records show that in the weinity of 
Penza 17,986 persons, men, women, and chil- 
dren, are daily fed by charity. 

Sr, Pererssura, feb. 12,—The government 
has granted the further sum of 60,000,000 
rubles, to be expended for the relief of the 
sufferers in the famine districts.

lied over an area of 5,000 square miles in the 
Districts of Bijapur, Bolgaum, and Dhahrwar.

WAS IT THE WORK OF NIAILISTS? 


Police Fail to Find Any Evidence Indicating 
That Nihilists Killed Von Hafsford. 

Paris, Feb. 12.—Several of the newspapers 
of this city today published a rumor that the 
Russian Gen. von Hafsord, who it was said 
yesterday had shot himself through the head 
with a revolver in*the Hotel Louvre, was the 
victim of Nihilists. The rumor has it that he 
had incurred the enmity of the Nihilists, and 
that for along time they have been waiting 
an opportunity to revenge themselves upon 
him. Yesterday the nigijomsanagn came, and 
he was assassinated by a man who had. been 
watching his movements for some time past. 
It is not known positively what basis there is 
for this rumor, but the published report 
agrees in some of its details with those con- 
nected with the murder of Gen. Seliverstoff, 
the head of the Russian secret police in Paris, 
who was found shot in the head in his apart- 
ments in the Hotel de Bade in November, 
1290. He died the day afterward. It soon 
transpired that he had been shot by a Pole 
named Padlewsky, who was employed asa 
waiter in the Franco-Russian club, and who 
was known to hisintimates as a rabid Nihilist. 
Every effort was made by the French police 
and the Russian secret agents to capture Pad- 
lewsky. but through the aid rendered to him 
by a French journalist, who subsequently pub- 
lished a full account of his connection with 
the affair, Padlewsky was smuggled gut of- 
France, and the lice were never able to 
capture him. = igence has reached here 
within a short timé that Padlewsky made his 
way to the United States, and that he either 
committed ag, or was killed at the ¢ity of 
San Antonio, in Texas. 

The police authorities have been acting to- 
day on the that Gen. von Hafsford met 
his death at the hands of some member of the 
Nihilist party, but after a most close and 
searching investigation they have failed to 
develop any facts that would sustain that view 
of the matter and have concluded that the 
evidence they have secured points out that the 
General deliberately killed himself.

COUNT TOLSTOI’S MISSION OF MERCY. 


His Earnest Labors for the Relief of the 
Starving Russian Peasgantry. 

St.’ Petersburg Letter in the New York 
Tribune: Ms Viadimir Michnevitch, a Russian 
journalist, has recently returned to the capi- 
tal from a trip to the famine-stricken districts 
in Southwestern Russia. In the Department 
of Dankoff, Government of Rjasan, he met 
Count Leo Tolstoi, who is actively engaged in 
alleviating the condition of the poor. 
He is . living, according. to M. Mich- 
nevitch,;. on the ‘estate of his friend, 
J. Rajewski, in the Village of Begitschewsko. 
In the fifteen villages within a radius of thirty 


mules from his temporary home the Vount has | 


established twenty-two public kitchens to feed 
the r. Naturally, the people of Russia 
have confidence in Count Tolstoi, and in the 
course of a single month he has received more 
than 20,000 rubles.from various parts of the 
land. He has been able, in consequence of 
this liberality, to feed thousands of starving 
people who worship him as a father. 

‘*In his charitable undertakings,’’ writes M. 
Michnevitch, “he is untiring. He is every- 
where in order to see that his directions are 
rightly, carried out. Clad in a rather oli 
semi-fur coat whith he wears under the cus- 
tomary ae blouse, with a gray felt hat 
upon his head, surmounted in turn by the 
‘bashlik’; gray felt boots, like, those worn 
by the peasants, upon his feet. and 
his hands covered with great gloves, he 
wanders from town to town. He seldom 
rides. At times he is accompanied by his 
dauzhter, the Countess Marie, who shows the 
greatest inclination to follow the teachings of 
her father. Such tramps in winter, often 
against snow and wind, along. unfrequented 
paths, are not easy. It has happened more 
than once that the Count and his daughter 
have been surprised suddenly by a snow storm, 
lost their way, and have been glad to accept 
shelter for the night in some strange village. 

rf, times when the village he wishes to 
visit is too distant to reach on foot he inounts 
a horse—he is @ good rider still, having been 
an artillery officer in his younger‘days—and 
rides, despite his 63 years, twenty or thirty 
miles. His powers of endurance are indeed 
marvelous. Once, after wandering about the’ 
entire day, he came home in the evening, took 


“his seat at his desk, and wrote until 4 o’clock 


in the morning on an article descriptive of the 
distress in the district of Dankoff. ) 
o’clock the same morning he was up again, 
ready to make his daily journey. He is in ex- 
cellent humor and is @lad to relate his experi- 
ences in the various villages. 

“The Count is a popular Agure »in tho dis- 
trict of Dankoff. The peasants show him the 
greatest respect. His simplicity, . his freedom 
from pride, his readiness to converse, his 
sympathy, his gift of understanding the peo- 
ple ‘give een great weight and influence, to 
the regret of many adherents of the present 
opinions in high places, who fear that he mray 
promulgate his ‘ subversive ideas ’—especially 
his contempt of the theories of Pobedonoszofi 
—among the people. But Count Tolstoi 
never thought less of making propaganda 
for his theories than at the presenttime. He 
wishes only to help the people and not to 
them to some irresponsible committee. 
tainly he is right.’’ 

M. Michnevitch’s praise of the work of the 
great novelist has already borne fruit. The 
journalist is known as an opponent of the 
Count’s theoricos, and his opinions are therc- 
fore looked upon as impartial. It 1s a pity, 
indeed, for Russia that it does not possess 
more men like Count Leo Tolstoi.

“Whittling’—that was the mysterious 
word the cards of invitation bore, neatly en- 
gravéd, in the lower left hand corner. Whit- 
tling! The twerity guests who assembled at. 
their hostess’ house on the @pecified evening 
brought with ‘them enough curiosity, born of 
a week’s looking and wondering, to have fur- 
nished out at least 1,000 women very comfort- 
ably.

table, two canvas bags on another. These 
contained, it was discovered, a quantity of 
white pine blocks, Each was numbered—

Knights of Reciprocit¥ Circalar,

edy was enacted in the township of Chesa- 
ning, Saginaw County, in which Charles 
Schoch, aged 24, was shot and instantly killed 
by Wilham Dodge, aged 21.. The scene of the 
tragedy was on the farm of Mrs. Sophia 
Schoch, a widow, and mother of the victim. 
Leonard Dodge, an old and res citizen 
lof the, county, and father of nar gs 
owns a farm just north of ‘that of Schoch, the 
sides of both farms joiming. The cause 
that led up to the fatal affray appears to have 
been an old feud between members of two 
families, in which a dispute as to a line fence 
was conspicious. Last August Charles Schoch 
was arrested and convic on a charge of 
assault and battery on Leonard Dodge. 

The day of the murder some Dedge cows 
got into the Schoch pasture, and young Dodge, 
armed with a Spencer carbine, went to get 
them. In a quarrel that ensued young Schoch 

owas killed, and Dodge gave himself up ‘to the 
police. The case has been on trial two weeks, 
the line of defense being justifiable homicide. 
Sk ee were only four witnesses to the shoot- 
the two Dodge boys, Mrs.; Schoeh and 
aughter. The former claim that the gun 
ee taken along for the purpose of shooting 
rabbits, and young dge asserted that the 
weapon was accidentally discharged while he 
was attempting to escape from Sechoch.

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‘PLAN OF COMPROMISE. 


PROPOSED BY ENEMIES OF THE 
| ANTI-OPTION BILL. 


They Favor Senator Gibson’s Joint Resolu- 
tion Providing for a Commission of 
Fifteen to Take Evidence on Board of 
Trade Methods—Friends of Farmers in 
Congress Not Favorable to Delay—They 
Want to Take Immediate Action—Ask- 
ing Congress to Legislate on Cigarettes. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. 12.—[Special.]— 
Opponents of anti-option legislation are offer- 
ing acompromise. They say it is impossible 
for any committee of Congress to judge the 
full merits of the question on ex parte hear- 
ings. They suggest that the joint resolution 
of Senator Gibson of Louisiana for a com- 
mission to inquire into the depression in agri- 
cultural products be passed with a clause 
making more definite the authority of the 
commission to'examine into the whole ques- 
tion of Board of Trade methods. Senator 

Gibson’s resolution specifies the cotton de- 

pression in particular as the object for which 

the commission is to be ereated, but it goes to 


the root of the complaints of the farmers as- 


well as of the grievances of cotton growers. 
It reads as follows: 

Joint resolution, creating a commission to in- 
guire into the causes of depression in the prices 
of agricultural products, and how far they may 
may be removed by legislation. 

Resolved, That a commission is hereby author- 
ized and constituted, to consist of five Senators, 
to be appointed by the Senate, seven members of 
the House of Representatives, to be appointed by 
the Speaker, and experts. not exceeding three in 
number, to be elec by and associated with them, 
with the authority to determine the times and 
places of meeting, and to take evidence, and 
whose duty it shail be to inquire into the de- 

ressed condition of the agricultural interests and 
ow prices of agricultural products, especially 
of cotton, and the causes thereof, whether those 
causes are of a permanent character, and how far 
they have been ¢reated or can be remedied by 
legislation, and to report by bill or otherwise. 

The men who are here representing the dif- 
ferent Boards of Trade, Cotton Exchanges, 
and banks .say they will abide by any legisla- 
tion which such a commission might recom- 
mend, The people who are urging the anti- 
option legislation take no stock in the com- 
mission idea. They want option trading 
stopped by the present Congress, and not by 
some future one, as would have to be the case 
if they waited for a commission. Since the 
tariff commission this plan of legislating finds 
little favor arnong experienced Congressmen. 
The friends of the farmer, as they style them- 
selves, say that all it would amount to would 
be committees from both branches sitting in 
joint session. Each branch prefers to be 
guided by its own committee in iegislating, 
and to make itsown investigations. In spite 
of these discouraging opinions the opponents 
of the anti-option iegislation will try to work 
up a sentiment for a compromise on the lines 
of Senator Gibson’s resolution. They think 
that if they show Congress how dangerous it 
is to follow out the principles of the Hatch 
and Washburn bills they may be able to pre- 
vent the law this session. 

The Senate Committee on Agriculture at its 
meeting today considered the Gibson resolu- 
tion and decided to report it in an amended 
form so as to empower a subcommittee to 
make the inquiry without any joint arrange- 
ment. This, however, will not interfere with 
the plans of the anti-option people. . They 
want to press the’ commission project in the 
House as a substitute for the Hatch bill, and 
are not anxious to haye the subject discussed 
in the Senate until the House has acted. 

The protest of the Chicago bankers was re- 
ceived bY Farmer Hatch’s committee and filed 
today. It lost some of its force because the 
signatures did not come aiong with the pro- 
test. 


NATIONAL WAR 
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ON CIGARETTES, 
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for Congress to Tax Them Too 
Hich fom Children to Afford Them. 

Wasuinetéx, D. C., Feb. 12.—Representa- 
tives Cockran, Cummings, and Stahlnecker of 
New York all have 1n their possession bills 
providing for thé suppression of cigarette 
manufacture by imposing an internal revenue 
tax of $10 per 1,000 on all imported or doines- 
tic cigarettes sold in this country. Accom- 
panying the memorial is a statement which 


says: 
Clippings taken from yapets throughout the 
United States show that.during the last year 
there have been about 100 deaths of young men, 
mostly under 16 years of age, from the effects of 
smoking paper-wrapped cigarettes: in some cases 
there has been an analysis of the stomach, and in 
most instances there has been found acid. phos- 
phorons, and arsenic, which is largely used in the 
manufacture of cigarette paper. Also the same 
clippings will show that about 100 men 
have been consigned to insane asylums 
f.om the samecause. The internal revenue tax 
is now 50 cents per 1,000 on paper-wrapped cig- 
arettes. To accomplish what the different States 
have been and are attempting to do—prohibiting 
young people from smoking paper-wrapped cig- 
arettes—a lawshould be passed this Congress 
making the internal revenue tax $10 per 1.000 on 
all paper-wrapped imported or domestic cig- 
arettes. This would place them at a price that 
children could not pay and: go further than any 
State legislation can do and meet with the ap- 
proval of every man and woman in the country. 
Following the statement are the names and 
former addresses of over 200 people of the 
various sections of the United States who have 
during the last year died or grown hopelessly 
insane as the effect of their pernicous habit. 
Representative Cockran will file his bill with 
the Ways and Means committee for such 
action as that committee may deem proper.

Bill for a Temporary Addition to the Chi- 
cago Postofiice. 

Wasuineton, D.C., Feb. 12,—[Special.]—

The bill 
appropriates $75,000 for this purpose and 
$25.000 for general repairs to the present 
building,

Bill Relating to Swamp Lands. 

Representative McRea of Arkansas today 
reported favorably from the House Commit- 
tee on Public Lands a bill for the relief of 
purchasers of certain swamp and overflowed 
lands. The bill proposes to give to the States 
the purchase money realized from the sale of 
the lands within their boundaries erroneously 
sold, and at the same time to confirm the title 
to the purchaser from the United States. Two 
years is fixed as the time within which all 
claims shall be’ presented. 

New Extradition Treaty with France. 

The Secretary of State is negotiating a new 
treaty of éxtradition with the French Govern- 
ment, which will be practically the same in its 
terms as the one recently concluded between 
the United States and Great Britain. The ne- 
gotiations have reached a point that virtually 
assures a favorable conclusion. 

_ The Bering Sea joint commission has ad- 
journed until tomurrow, when it is expected 
that the reports prepared by the representa- 
tives of Great Britain and the United States 
will be submitted for consideration. E. J. 
Phelps, ex-Minister to England, has been se- 
lected as leading counsel for the United States 
before the arbitrators and will have two or 
three assistants.

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WAR ON THE COMBINE 


SAID THAT THE RECENT READING 
DEAL IS UNLAWFUL. | 


A, J, Cassatt, Former Vice-President and 
Now Director in the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, Thinks the State Will Step in to 
Crush the Great Anthracite Combination 
~RBill to Investigate Introduced in Con- 
gress—R. G. Dun & Co.'s Review of Trade 
—Bradstreet’s Resume of Wall Street. 


Puitaperpara, Pa., Feb, 12.—[Spécial.]— 
A bombshell was today thrown into the cainp 
of the men who made the big deal among the 
coal roads by A. J. Cassatt, former Vice-Pres 
ident and now a director of the Penngyivania 
railroad. Mr. Cassatt, of course, belongs to 
an opposition company, and if the Reading 
scheme is permitted to stand it means great 
injury to the Pennsylvania business out ot 
Philadelphia. Mr. Cassatt declared _ that the 
deal between the coal roads was unlawful. As 
a result of this move, which was also followed 
up in Congress by Mr. Stout of Michigan with 
a resolution to investigate the deal, the stock 
tumbled from 64 to 59%, where it stood. In 
his argument Mr. Cassatt said: 

I think this is the most audacious and most im- 
pudent defiance of the law and the Constitution 
of the State that has ever been attempted in 
Pennsylvania. It is not possible that the people 
who have made the gigantic combination can 
have forgotten the result of the litigation grow- 
ing out of the proposed purchase by the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad company of the South Pennsylva- 
nia road and.the Beech Creek road some years 
ago. The Attorney-General interposed then, 
setting up that provision of the Constitution of 
the State which prohibited any railroad corpo- 
ration from leasing, purchasing, or in any way 
acquiring the control of a competing line. 

Now, what do we see here? First, that the Le- 
high Valley railroad company, a company that 
competes at 100 different points and in 1,000 dif- 
ferent ways with the Reading, is leased to that 
company. With this plain statement of | the case 
can any more flagrant violation of the law 
of the State be conceived? Here is an 
attempt to create a monopdly of almost 
the eutire anthracite coal output of the 
State, and the entire output in fact éxcepting 
the small part which is controlled by the Penn- 
eylvania railroad. The magnitude of this 
enormous combination will be understood when I 
tell you that the anthracite coal production 
amounts to about ‘40,000,000 tons per anaum, rep- 
resenting a pom value at the markets of over 
$10,000,009 annually. 

Mr. Cassatt thinks the State will intervene 
to set the case aside. 

_Wasutneton, D. C., Feb, 12.—Representa- 
tive Stout of Michigan today introduced the 
following resolution: 


WuHereas, The Reading, Lehigh Valley, the Jer- 
sey Central, Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
railways, operating lines in different States, and 
representing a nominal capital of $600,000,000, the 
plant of which could be duplicated for one-half 
the sum, have effected a combination. 

Resolved, That the Committee on Inter-State 
Commetce be requested to investigate the facts of 
the case and report whethér such consolidations 
should not be prohibited by national law, and 
whether a Bureau of Inter-State Transportation 
should not be organized, headed by a Cabinet ofti- 
cer known as the Secretary of Commercé. 


RK. G. DUN & CO.’S REVIEW OF TRADE. 


Fair Trade Throughout the Country—Busi- 
ness Failures on the Decline. 

New York, Feb, 12.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade, will say: Silver and 
cotton have declined yet further, the latter to 
7 3-16 cents, the lowest price for manhy years, 
and silver bullion to 41d at London, the lowest 
price ever recorded, though there followed a 
slight recovery to 4144d. Cotton receipts and 
exports have both been much larger than a 
year ago, but the stecks on hand decrease 
slowly and are large. Wheat has declined 
1¢ centon sales of 46,000,000 bushels, the ex- 
posts being seriously diminished, and corn 
has fallen % cent on sales of 16,000,000 
bushels, the Western receipts being unusually 
large. Lard and hogs were somewhat stronger, 


and coffee--advanced %, but oil is a. quarter 
hatha the.

exports of products from New York falla 
little below those of the same weéek lust year, 
but the shipments from other ports continue 


large. 

The prosecution of pig iron is about sta- 
tionary. ,The stocks of charcoal iron are sub- 
stantially unchanged, and unsold stocks of 
anthracite are a little smaller than -a month 
ago, but stocks of coke iron are considerably 
larger, so that, on the whole, the consump- 
tion does not appear quite up to the enor- 
mous supply. No change appears in the 
market for pig iron, and rails are in small de- 
mand at the fixed price. Bar iron does not 
improve, and the demand for plates is smaller 
than was expected, while the collapse of the 
combin ations in beams and barbed wire has a. 
somewhat depressing influence. Larger sales 


distribution -of tin, while lead is a trifle lower. 

Reports from cities indicate a geperal im- 
provement in trade. At Boston trade is on 
the whole satisfactory. At Philadelphia the 
dry goods trade is quite encouraging and busi- 
ness in groceries generally satisfactory. Pros- 
pects at Baltimore are much brighter. Job- 
bing trade is active at Cincinnati, especially 
in provisions, and at Cleveland business com- 
pares favorably onthe whole with that of last 
year, though reaction and a light demand ap- 
pear in iron ore. At Chicago-the volume of 
merchandise sales is greater than a year ago, 
and diminished receipts appear in cured meats 
only, a fair increase in lard, cheese, and but- 
ter, athird in flour, corn, oats, barley, and 
hides, 50 per cent in wool, while réceipts of 
rye are double last year’s, and wheat and 
dressed beef four times last year’s. ‘Trade at 
Milwaukee is good, although collections are 
retarded because farmers hold back their 
erops. At St. Paul prospects are brighter 
and at Minneapolis business has increased, as 
also at Kansas City, while trade is fair for the 
season at Omaha and Denver. At St, Louis 
it is also stronger, and there is much confi- 
dence as to the future, though the depression 
in the cotton regions is still felt. Better ac- 
counts also come from the South. At Louis- 
ville trade has improved, at Nashville it is 
fair, at Memphis light but improving, and at 
Montgomery increasing. At New Orleans 
business in all lines is only fair, but there is 
slight improvement in cotton, and sugar is 
firm and active with light receipts. Nearly 
all Southern points report an easier money 
market and more hopeful prospects.

A New York Firm Sues for Its Notes Paid 
by Uncashed Drafts.

WILL NO LONGER INTERCHANGE TICKETS 


Association Lines Decide to Withdraw from 
the Albert Lea Arrangement. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Feb, 12.—[Special.]— 
Jan. 1 the Miyneapolis and St. Louis line, 
better known as the “Albert Lea Route,”’ 
entered into reciprocal relations with several 
of the other lines whereby mileage issued by 
this line was made good over the other roads.

The St. Paul and the Northwestern have no 
such agreement, and if a traveler wanted to 
purchase an interchangeable ticket good on 
both roads he would be obliged to go to the 
Minneapolis and St. Louis road.

Larayetrsz, Ind., Feb. 12.—[Special. }—Con- 
siderable interest has been taken here m the 
decision of Judge Reynolds of the White 
County Circuit, before whom had come the 
queshion of construing the will of the late 
Moses Fowler, Lafayette’s millionaire citizen. 
By the terms of his will Mr. Fowler left ‘his 
property to his three children, after the 
widow’s third had been taken out. But he 
placed a restriction upon it as follows in the 
third paragraph: : 

I give, devise, and neath the remaining un- 
divided two-thirds intrties of all my real ‘nate, 
wheresover situate, to my three children, James 
M. Fowler, Annie Chase, and Ophelia M. Fowler, 
share and share alike, in equal rtions, and to 
their respective heirs forever, subject to the fol- 
lowing conditions —to-wit : In the event of 
the death of any cf my said children without law- 
ful issue living at the time of the death of said 
child, then the share of such deceased child shall 
vest in and become. the absolute, property in fee 
simple, in equal portions, of such of my said chil- 
dren as then shall be living, and the living de- 
scendants of such, if any, as may then be de- 
ceased, the descendants of any deceased child 
taking between them the share of which, if living, 
would have vested in their mother or father. { 
No part. of the real. estate situate in Benton 
County, Ind.,.and which by this item of my will 
is devised to my three chiidren, .as aforesaid, or 
any interest therein, shail be sold or alienated by 
my said children, or any of them, or their heirs, 
for the period of twenty-five years from and after 
this date of the execution of this, my will. I im- 
pose this restriction because, in my Judgment. 
said real estate, properly managed and culti- 
vated, is the best form of investment my children 
canhave,. — 

The will bears date of July 29, 1884. Mrs. 
Ophelia Duhme 
daughter of the deceased banker, brought 
suit in White County for a construction of the 
will of her father, The clause B quoted above 
tied up in Benton County over 10,000 acres of 
lana. Judge Reynolds, after careful consider- 
ation, decided that Clause A gave to the sev- 
eral children the land in fee simple; and, this 
being the case, that Clause B, which sought to 
impose a restriction upon the use or sale of 
the lands in question, was void. This decision 
is hailed with great delight by the residents of 
Benton County, who have long prayed that the 
thousands of acres there shouid be divided 
among the children and by them. placed upon 
the market, thus bringing in a large number of 
land-owners, increasing the population, ahd 
adding to the value of the adjoining lands.

KILLED IN THE WOODS. LN THE DENS OF SAVAGE ANIMALS 


THE MURDER IN THE DEADENING 
AND THE APPARITION. 


Railway Trains Stopped by the Nude Fig- 
ure on the Tracks Which. Came to 
Frighten the Engineers—Story of Eshel- 
man and His Hunting Companions and 
How He Met His Death as a Kesult— 
The Body Hid for Months Beneath the 
Trank of a Tree. 


Tipton, Ind., Feb. 12,—[Special.]--At the 
Round Prairie near here the Yohe ghost story 
is the universal topic of conversation. One of 
a party recently discussing it said: ‘‘ The 
story brings to my mind vety vividly the rec- 
ollections of a trip over the Pan Handle rail- 
way from’Chicago to Cincinnati in the fall of 
1869. We left Kokome at 2 o’clock a.m. The 
night was densely dark with a mist of rain 
falling. Travel was not héavy, yet the coached 
were completely filled with passengers who 
were tryimg to sleep but could not. We were 
moving at about twenty-five miles an hour 
and had passed Windfali in Tipton County, 
and was fairly into the swatnpy country a few 
n.iles to the south, near the Round Prairie, 
whea suddenly asignal of danger was sounded 
by the engineer and the train was brought to 
a standstill with such force as to throw most 
of the passengers from their seats. 

‘*' The cause of the sudden stop announced 
by the brakeman was that a man had been 
run over, The train was backed slowly to the 
point of the supposed aecident and the con- 
ductor and brakeman with lanterns proceeded 
to look for the body. They had not proceeded 
many yards when they heard a groaning and 
moaning as from one in the throes of death. 
They were bewildered and could not locate 
the cries, which were intermingled with the 
shrieks of a screech-owl near by and reéchoed 
and answered by its mate, 

‘*While thus search: they were confront- 
ed by a naked man with a gapimg wound in 
his head. The apparition was’ so close that in 
the glimmering light of their lanterns they 
cou discern the features and were about to 
speak when, with a laugh of derision, the fig- 
ure disappeared to the west. 

‘“‘The engineer, au old and trusted man in 
the service, made a statement of the fact that 
he was moving the train with usual caution 
when he observed a man only a few feet in 
front of the engine, and before he could check 
the machine the entire train had passed over 
the body, and so certain was he that such was 
the case that he be¢ame violently sick and un- 
nerved and wus compelled to have the assist- 
ance of the fireman until the train reached 
Richmond, where an eugineer was supplied 
for the balance of the run, He said trainmen 
had noticed in that vicinity what seemed to 
be an apparition, and always dreaded the 
night run over that section of country. These 
apparitions always disappeared to the west or 
southwest in the direction of what is known 
as the ‘Old Logan Deadning.’ a few miles 
distant, in which forest was committed, a few 
years ago, one of the most cold-blooded mur- 
ders ever known, 

The Logan Deadning Murder. 

“ The Logan Deadning is a atrip of woods 
deadened at an early period of the settlement, 
which after many years had grown up with 
underbrush to such an extent that game was 

uite plentiful. In the fall of 1863 William 

shleman. a middle-aged bachelor who was 
known to have some money which he always 
carried upon his person, was induced by two 
men to accompany them on a hunt in this 
forest. During the day they separated, each 
going in different directions, with the under- 
standing that they should meet at a certain 
puint in the afternoon. They met at the 
caimping-place, which was not far from a 
swamp, which during the season had become 
overgrown with tall grass. 

“* }t was always supposed that the two men 
were together during the day and had every 
arrangement perfected for the murder of the 
unsuspecti Eshieman. After preparing 
supper and havi 


spent the evening aroun 

the campfire the t retired. eman was 
shot through the head, his money—$800— 
taken, the body carried to a swamp a few hun- 
dred rods away, and concealed wnder an old 
log or tree that had been covered with the tall 
grass, and not until December following was 
it found by an organized party which had 
been searching for xt. The trial of the case 
attracted widespread attention, but owing to a 
technicality the punishment inflicted upon 
Wilkie and Elliston, the men charged with the 
crime, was light.”’ 


THE COOK ILLEGAL BANKING CASES, 


Application Made for a Change of Venue 
to Washington County. 

Jungau, Wis., Feb, 12.—[Special. |—Charles 
S. Cook, the Chicago banker under indict- 
ment here tor illegal banking, arrived from 
Chicago today and surrendered himself to the 
court, his bondsmen being released, He is 
now in jail. When Cook’s case was called to- 
day a motion was made for a change of venue 
to Washington County on account of the 
prejudice of the people here. The motion 
will be decided tomorrow morning. As 
Cook’s other bank was in Washington County 
it does not appear that there will be much 
gained by the change asked. The county 
is also in Judge Sloan’s circuit, and 
the next tertn of court is in March. Cook es- 
tablished banks at Juneau and Hartford, and 
run thein two or three years. When the Park 
National bank of Chicago, in which Cook was 
interested, failed, it took Cook’s banks with 
it, the loss to depositors in each case bemg 


Cook went to Europe, buf tinally came back 
and was arrested in Chicago. His friends tried 
to get him released by habeas corpus proceed- 
ings, but the court sustained the warrant, and 
while his friends were seeking for another 
writ Cook was rushed out of the State into 
Wisconsin. Batl was fixed at $12,000 and 
given. 


THE MYSTERY OF KRAUSE’S DEATH, 


A Butternut, Wis., Man Dies of Poison— 
His Wife Accused.

Charles Krause of Butternut, Wis., was found 
dead in bed at 10 o’clock last night. Krause’s 
wife says that about 10 o’clock last night her 
husband went into the bedroom and laid down, 
while she Was getting supper. Hearing an 
unusval noise she went into the bedroom and 
found her husband in death’s agony. Krause 
is the man whe complained about a week ago 
that Julius Lepka, a hunchback, had tried to 
poison him. Lepka was arrested and brought 
before the Ashland Municipal Court. The

PROGRESS OF WORK AT THE PARK. 


| World's Fair Buildings Rapidly Nearing 
Com pletion—The Men Employed. 

The following report on the progress of 
work at Jackson Park wasissued from World’s 
Fair headquarters yesterday : 

More men have been at work on construction 
in Jackson Park during the last week than at any 
time since last fall. The force has averaged 
462i men. Of this number about 4,000 were em- 
ployed by the various contractors. Much prog- 
ress in construction has been made on the un- 
finished Mauufactures, Agriculture, Machinery, 
Government, Art, and Lilinois Buildings. Finish- 
ing work in plastering, painting, staff setting, 
. glazing.- ete., has progressed on the Fisheries, 
Woman's, Horticulture, Mines, Transportation, 
and Forestry Buildings. 

The Illinois Building is growing fast. The ex- 
terior walis are up to the roof line, except on the 
east and west wings. One roof truss is in position, 
the gallery joists are being laid and window 
frames are being brought to the ground. The 
eight — for the dome are finished and the false 
work for the dome is built. As they are completed 
the walls are sheathed ready for the staff powering. 
Two hundred men are employed on the work. In 
the last week 174,000 feet of lumber and 105,000 
— of won have been placed. The ironwork 

or the dome of the Government Building is being 
placed. Two ofthe sixteen iron columns for the 
dome were in place yestertiay, and the balance 
are on the ground. These columns weigh 14,000 
pounds. cars of iron have been delivered, 
ten cars are in place in the building, and the en- 
tire ironwork is estimated at sixty-five cars, The 
ironwork is being finished by Haugh, Ketchum & 
Co. of Indianapolis, which ‘irm was_ recently 
burned out.

TO PROTEST AGAINST FREE LUMBER. 


That Is the Main Object of the Coming 
National Convention in Washington. 

There is every prospect that the Lumber- 
men’s National convention to be held at 
Washington March 1 will be fully attended. 
From San Francisco alone will come the rep- 
resentatives of sixty-five lumber firms, and it 
is intendéd to charter a train of Pullman 
coaches specially for this party. The Lumber 
Exchanges of Davenport, Rock Island, Mo- 
line, and Muscatine at-a meeting held yester- 
day afternoon appointed a committee of three 
to represent them at the comimg convention. 

fhe main object of: the méeting will be to 
protest against a bill which has been intro- 
duced in Congress for placing lumber on the 
free list; to show that between the vast for- 
ests of British Columbia and the practically 
inexhaustible forests of California, Oregon, 
and Washington there should be more than 
an imaginary line; and to protest that Ameri- 
can industries should be controlled by Ameri- 
cans. And it is no secret that the operators 
will even demand of Congress a higher duty 
on lumber than that which is now in force. 

. Speaking of the evil effects which would fol- 

low free lumber on the Pacific coast E. M. 
Herrick, President of the Pacific Pine Lum- 
ber company, said: 

“The opening of American markets to Brit- 
ish Celumbia mills means destruction to 
both American mill interests, already de- 
pressed to the lowest limit by overproduction, 
and the growing shipbuilding industry on the 
coast. Well understanding the usual method 
of our foreign competitors, even the handling 
of this business would be in their hands. Of- 
fices representing English mills would be es- 
tablished in San Francisco and. other coast 
cities, supplied by foreign clerks, and,with the 
manufacture, freighting, handling, and distri- 
bution in the hands of our competitors, the 
only American connection with the trade 
would be the payment of the bill.

volves a material change in the constitution of 
gases. This change is sufficiently great to 
transform the gases into almost harm- 
less ,snbstances if diluted with air, 
Ww ag if j combustion remains  im- 
perfect they are injurious in the extreme. 
The principal ingredient of these gases 
should be carbonic acid gas, but with imper- 
fect combustion the carbon takes up a smaller 
quantity of oxygen and becomes carbonic 
oxide, which is not only more injurious to 
health but points to a great loss of fuel. This 
1s not merely a theoretical nicety- but it affects 
the question in its practical aspect, for it de- 
prives the “‘smokers’”’ of their argument that 
todo away with smoke is to remove only 
3 or 4 per cent of the gases, and the least ia- 
jurious at that. Perfect combustion affects 
the whole body of that mixture designated as 
smoke and makes it almost innocuous. 

The “smoke reformers,’’ as thei? opponents 
call them, will be compelled to explain these 
aspects of the matter to the business-men. 
The officers of the Society for the Prevention 
of Smake have a campaign of education be- 
fore them,

Life of Patrick Henry, by William Wirt 
Henry. 

This is not only the best biography of Pat- 

rick Henry but the best history of the rise and 


progress of the revolutionary movement in 


Virginia with which we are acquainted. If, 
as we infer from his preface, this is the authdr’s 
first venture in historical composition, we 
hope it will not be his last. 

Since the publication of the first biography 
of Henry by William Wirt a great mass of 
material for a better biography has been col- 
lected. The private papers of Mr. Henry left 
at Red Bank, the pnt = Se i fa of many of 
his contemporaries _— 
book, the diary of John Adame, the. archives 
of the State Department at Washington and 
of the Capitol at Richmond, the journals of 
the deliberative bodies in which Henry served, 
and the legislative papers of the House 
of Delegates oof Virginia have ail 
yielded their treasures to the hand of the 
present biographer, who has also had aecess to 
nearly all the material collected by Mr. Wirt. 
The admirable little volume by Moses Voit 
Tyler in the Statesmen’s Series, which was 
until now the best life of Henry. receives a 
deserved acknowledgment. From this wealth 
of material the author, a grandson of Patrick 
Henry, has produced an admirably clear 
and . entertaining story of the first 
part of Henry’s public life. Henry’s services 
iu arousing the public spirit of Virginia in the 
exciting times of the Stamp act are told anew, 
and the familiar incident of the famous 
“treason ’’? speech in the House of Delegates 
is once more related. The loyal grandson dis- 
putes the claims of priority in opposition to 
the Stamp act which have been put forward 
by adimirets of James Otis and Samuel Adams. 

fter the open breach of the colonies with 
the nother country Henry became the “ war 
Governor” of Virginia, and his biography 
during this period is the political history of 
the colony. Jefferson’s aversion to Henry is 
frequently mentioned. To Jefferson’s often- 


-expressed hostility is doubtless due the too 


prevaient notion that Henry was an ignorant 
man, made prominent only bya natural gift 
of oratory. This impression is grossly erro- 
neous. The story of his early daysshows him to 
have been an industrious student: ana even af 
there had been no Revolutionary War todivert 
him into political life he would doubtless 
have achieved high success as a lawyer. To 
his industry he united not only a facility and 
readiness of speech, but also a quickness of 
perception and an ease of uisition which 
would have insured his rapid advancement in 
any career. That his progress at the bar 
was rapid is shown by the fact that, in 
the first four years after the beginning of his 

ractice, he was employed in 1,185 suits, and 
his fee-book shows him to have been remarka- 
bly successful in-his profession. The numer- 
ous letters here printed, as well as the entries 
in Henry’s fee-books, disprove another mis- 
statement regarding him—namely: that he 
was illiterate. His correspondence is marked 
by a correct, vigorous, and polished English 
style. 

The first volume is brought toa close with 
Henry’s secona term as Governor of Virginia 
in 1778. It is beautifully printed from type, 
and has a handsome etched portrait. A review 
of the second volume will appear hereafter.

A pensive tenderness 
pervades the work, and there is much beauty 
in many of the descriptive passages. Here is 
one of the most characteristic:

Miss Harrison shows by what 
means Greece attain this quality, 
and why Egyptians, Assyrians, and 
Phoenicians did not attain it.

In the 
third revised edition the editor, Robert Kerr,

most intact ana confined himself to comment 
and explanatwn and to the subjects of recent 
architecture in Europe and the United States, 

An interesting memoir of the author by 
William H. White forms a part of the prefa- 
tory matter. The abundant illustration of 
the original work has also been supplemented 
with additional engravings, in the selection of 
which much judgment has been displayed. In 
speaking of the future of American architect- 
uré from a characteristic British standpoint 
the editor says: ‘‘ The great community which 
calls itself the United States of North Amer- 
ica is still (essentially the foremost 
of English ecolonies; it is only a 
natural. consequence that its present 
civilization is of the English tyne. 
Architecture therefore will be found to fol- 
low in America for ages to come the English 
form of the European manner.’”’ Such a 
prophesy is absurd, At one time indeed the 

nglish influence jin architecture was quite 
strong. Our materials and climatic condi- 
tions were thought to be similar to those of 
the mother country, and it was natural that 
the English style should be adopted when 
there was no native style in existence. At 
present American architects are studying 
classical styles and modifying them to suit 
the conditions of the country, and are thus de- 
veloping an essentially American architecture.

The organic life of North 
America thay be, said to have lagged behivd 
that of Europe by about one geological term, 
and Australia-is still further in the rear, hay- 
ing a fauna which reminds us more closely of 
Europe in the Jurassic time than of Europe 
today. North America comes next 
Europe in the order of time development, 
and South America next before Aun.- 
stralia, The variations of climate and 
of the Gulf Stream, the peculiar fitness 
of our part of this continent 
for the nurture of plant life and the inferior 
position of its animals, the conditions of first 
and subsequent settlemnents by man, the infiu- 
ence of our mountain systeins on the distribu- 
tion of slavery, the effect of diverse climate 
on negroes, and of American conditions upon 
the life of Europeans are a few of the more 
promineat among many topics of great inter- 


est. 

The literary style of the work could have 
been much improved by a little revision. 
‘Some of the sentences are almost painful in 
their. repetitions of asingle word. Take for 
instance the following from the middle of 
page 80:. “These animals which yield the 
ossils obtain the substances which they 
build into their bodies from the materials 
which are dissolved in the sea waters, and 
which being in the state of complets solution 
are not visible to the eye.” And page 127 con-
